Occasionally, during one of these attacks of 
indigestion, an actual pain may arise in the 
however, as a general rule, the patient 
experiences a dull discomfort rather than a 
colicky pain. When the stomach is pressed with 
the fingers this will elicit a sensation of tender- 
ness the stomach may feel hard or rigid. 
An attack of this nature frequently foliows 
the eating of foods which the patient Knows will 
disagree with him and it often happens that the 
unconscious expectancy of trouble would be 
enough in itself to produce the distress which is 
so confidently expected. Certainly, the patient 
who is conscious of having what he calls a “weak 
stomach” and who anticpates having certain 
foods disagree with him, is seldom disappointed. 
After an attack of acute gastritis, the stomach 
will be irritated or inflamed and it is advisable 
to rest from all food for a few days, taking 
plenty of water to drink and nothing else. In 
some instances, the patient will tolerate a soup 
made of non-starchy vegetables and this soup 
may be used for a time before returning to a 
regular dict. In other instances, the patient gets 
along well on fruit juice; however, the first day 
or two, it is generally the best plan to avoid all 
food and to stick to the plain water 
only does the water regimen wash out 
omach but it also provides the stomach 
with a complete rest.

The Passing Show

United States Corigress has just voted a pen- 
sion of $5000 a year to the widow of Calvin 
Coolidge. The inference is that the former 
President despite his instinct for economy, left 
no adequate fortune. 


“The Plainsman,” much-advertised film 
showing this week in Edmonton, gives a pic- 
ture of another Presidential widow, whose fi- 
nancial affairs worried a former Congress. It 
shows the fretful wife of Lincoln breaking into 
a Cabinet discussion of the civilizing of the 
western plains, to insist that her husband take 
her to the theatre. Patient Abe is led away to 
the theatre where he meets assassination. 


I don’t know how far the scenarists have 
improved on fact—if at all—but history tells of 
the tangled finances of Mary Todd Lincoln, It 
may have been worry over her debts as much 
as remorse over the loss of her husband that 
led to her mental breakdown and temporary 
confinement in a sanitorium on an insanity 
charge 


Lincoln was no Coolidge. I can’t visualize 
Mrs. Coolidge being allowed to order sixteen 
spring dresses at a time and telling the trades- 
men to “Charge it!"—or juggling with White 
House contracts and getting “cuts” from Army 
contractors with which to meet her bills. 


After the death of her husband, and her 
temporary solace in spiritualism. Mrs. Lincoln 
sought a public subscription and a sale of some 
of her dresses. Among them was an unmade 
point lace dress, inventoried at $4000; a point 
lace shawl at $2000; a camel's hair shaw! at 
$1500; a point lace parasol cover at $250 and'a 
lace hankie at $80. While the manhood of the 
nation was enduring slaughter, her idea of help- 
ing her husband was to “dress the part.” 

Yet though she owed $70,000 worth of debts 
when Lincoln died, and was haunted by a pov- 
erty complex, mixed up with a belief that an 
Indian was pulling the bones out of her face 
and the wires out of her eyes, she managed to 
leave $90,000 at her death. The verdict of his- 
tory is that the martyred Lincoln bore the bur- 
den of a loveless, extravagant wife, as well as 
the burden of the Civil War.

Provincial and Federal 
Governments Co-operate 
in Beneficial Move 


Under arrangements aden 
between the Dominion and provin- 
cial governments, improved seed is 
being made available to farmers in 
Alberta municipalities. The Domin 
jon and provincial governments 
will pay freight on car lots of field 
inspected seed from the growers to 
points where required. This seed | 
is pure as to variety and cleaned to} 
a high standard 

The amount of seed available is 
not large and therefore only first | 
orders received can be accepted 


IN CLEANED CARS | 

Seed will be loaded in well clean- 
ed cars in bulk. The Dominion seed 
branch inspectors will inspect each 
car for freedom from other grains 
and weed seed. Elevator companies 
will assist the government in 
weighing and recording at unload: | 
ing points without charge and have 
agreed to pay one and one half 
cents over street price on any grain 
delivered under this policy in ex- 
change for field inspected seed 

Germinations are highe this year 
but great care will be taken in 
checking germination prior to ship- 
ment. Samples can be provided on 
request as soon as growers of regis- 
tered seed have cleaned it for ship- 
ment. As this is all cleaned seed and 
in addition, the cost of growing and | 
caring for pure seed is greater than
